Expert Holms then presented his re-

and transferred to the duebill account 
as though applied to the discharge of 
JISO.OOO of tbe bank's indebtedness " 


In ref01 once to H H Yard, who is 


charged with conspiracy with Bards- 
ley the report says ' Tho account of 
II II Yard manager was persistently 
overdrawn during 1800 until its cul- 
mination at 881,48175 on November 
13 until February 2 1891, it lemamed 
unchanged at 1558 788 25, of which 050,- 
000 was tt ansforred as a loan nnd the 
balance was Increased to 881,886 92 on 
Fobruai y 27 when this sum was pre- 
sumably derived fiom the Bardsley 
fund. 
'Ihcy also reported that in addition 


to the over diafts of H H Yard, there 
weie many others during the period 
under consideration aggregating up 
wards of 840,000, and at the date of tho 
bank's failure the over-drafts exceeded 
S220 000- 
'1 he exports also expressed the opin- 


ion in this report that the sum of $946,- 
000, represented by the duebills was 
paid into the Keystone by Bardsley, 
and said that up to the present time 
they had been unable to ascertain thai 
any material part of tho money was 
paid back to him 
They also state that 


n huge amount of the 8946,000 was ap- 
plied by the bank to the discharged: 


prior indebtedness on account of 


cans, interest and to the restoring at 
Deficiencies in the cash account. 
1 The presumption seems to be war- 


ranted," continues the report, "that 


considerable amount from the issue 


of tbe duebills was in part repaid to 
Mr Bardsley and that further inquiry 
From corresp6ndlng banks and bankers 
reveal additional repayments for which 
also the bank is entitled to credit 


"Of the duebills issued from March 


18. 1890, to January 81, 1881, for nil 
purposes, near'y 1400,000 have disap- 
peared that should have been upon the 
files when the receiver took charge 
From February 25, 1890, to March 20, 
1891. the duobllls issued to John Bards- 
ley for all purposes so for as now 
known, exceeded 83,600,000," 


The report Ci< sed by stating that the 


general banking system of the Key- 
stone was of the most lax and loose 
nature possible, and again related the 
story of the mutilated books

A Pathetic Parting thai Mada Strong 


Men Weep—The Crimo for Which 


Blair Paid the Penalty— 


The Execution. 


COLUMBUS, O , Aug 21 —Though yes- 


terday was the last day on earth for 
Ed Blair, it passed unnoticed by any 
particular Incident 
The murderer was 


very pale, but did not exhibit any signs 
of weakening 
He passed a sleepless 


night, and marks ol the terrible strain 
were borne on his face 
Yesterday 


morning Father Logon baptized him in 
the Catholic faith and left him in bet- 
ter spirits. Shortly aftcward Chaplain 
Sutton attended him with privjer and 
scriptural readings 
The remainder of 


the morning was spent in company 
with his sister, Miss Laura Blah- Con 
versation was directed mainly upon 
homo topics, and the young lady spent 
considerable time making bouquets for 
each of the five condome<J men in the 
annoH 


At 5 p m Laura Blair was admitted 


to the reception room of the annex to 
bid her brother the last farewell 
She 


remained nearly an hour, and Warden 
Dyer was obliged to send for her 
When told that this would be the last 
opportunity to say good bye, the most 
pathetic scene ever witnessed In the 
institution took place, and the strong 
hearts of the guards were momentarily 
softened, and tears were shed by them 
She hysterically clasped her brother s 
neck, kissing him and calling his name 
over and over again 
Suddenly she 


fell 
from 
his 
o»m 
caught 


CluarU 
Stansell 
around 
the 
neck 


and 
arm 
nearly 
overpower- 


ing him, but soon lay quivering nnd 
prostrate in his support 
At this op 


portunity, Blair was removed to the 
death cage 
When the young lady 


realized that he was gone from her 
sideforever.sho again went into hyster- 
ics, shrieking wildly for assistance 
Her orles were heard at the front office 
and assistants were sent to bring her 
from the annex 
She was placed in tho 


warden's apartments and a physician 
attended her 
The prostration was so 


severe that she can not be taken from 
thc penitentiary 
before 
to-morrow 


afternoon 


The crime for which Ed Blair paid 


the penalty with his life was indeed a 
heinous one, and it was committed 
while he was a fugitive from justice nt 
Hartsberg, Putnam county, March 
1", 1890 Blah was serving a seven 
years sentence in the Ohio penitentiary 
for burglary, and it became neces 
sary to take him out to testify against 
one of his pals. At Blanohester ho 
made a daring escape from his guards 
by jumping from the train 
In com- 


pany with two crooks, he went to 
Harteberg where ho hod planned to 
rob the station of which Arthur Henry 
was agent 
The young agent was sum- 


moned to his office by Blair who pro- 
fessed urgent business with him When 
he arrived the two pals. Stout and 
Shoemaker, icmained 
on the 
out- 


side and Blair went in 
Ho im- 


mediately 
pulled 
his 
revolver 


and 
demanded that 
Henry open 


the safe 
He refused and was shot 


down in cold blood 
Blair fled to Par- 


kersburg W Va., whcto ho was cap* 
tared some weeks later 
His convio 


tlon spncdily followed, and the sentence 
of death was tyissd to be carried out 
April 29, 1891 He was respited until 
June 7 in order to carry his case to the 
supreme court, and again until August 
31 to get it before to pardon board 
Each effort failed, and tho murder of 
Arthur Heniy is avenged.

ol the Formers' Alliance people very 
plainly and forcibly shows that he hopes 
the third party-will divide the North so 
that the Democrats may anooeed to 
power.
